ter how warm they are kept, because 
they cannot get air. The reason is that 
without both air and warmth the en- 
zymes cannot prepare the food for the 
plant, and if it cannot get food of 
course it cannot grow. 


After the plant has started to grow 


the seed coat is no longer of any use 
to it. In some plants, such as corn, 
the little plant finds its way out very 
easily. The little-pumpkin plant, with 
its heavy coat, has a harder time. In- 
deed, were it not for a little contriv- 
ance with which nature has provided 
it it could not get out at all. This is a 
tiny hook on the lower end of the 
seed. This hook catches on the end of 
the seed coat and peels it back as 
neatly as you take off your coat. 
Watch for this in a germinating pump- { 
kin or squash seed and see if you can- j 
not notice it. In some seeds, like hick- J 
ory nuts, the plant is unable to get out J 
until the seed coat is cracked by the 
frost or in some other way. 


We have seen that a seed cannot t 


start to grow unless it has moisture, ! 
warmth and air. It not only needs j 
'tuese. but it needs them in the proper; 
proportions. 
In a light, sandy soil j 


moisture is often lacking, and the; 
seed is slow in germinating for this j 
reason. 
In such a so'l growth will i 


start more quickly if the soil is pack- i 
ed tightly around the seed. The seed j 
will soak np moisture more rapidly if 
the particles of soil are in close con- 
tact with it on all sides. 
Packing 


• down the soil in the row with the 


i flat side of a hoe or with a board or 
with the broad, flat planter wheels in j 


i the field helps the seed to absorb j 


i moisture and so hastens germination, j 
| In a heavy, sticky clay soil there is ! 
1 usually plenty of moisture, but air is ' 
often lacking. 
If such a soil is pack- 


ed down too tightly over the seed the 
particles are forced so closely together 
that very little air can get through, 
and hence germination is delayed. In 
a soil of this kind seeds should never 
be planted very deeply. 


The most important factor of all is 


warmth. 
A 
cold soi! may 
have 


moisture and sir in exactly the right! 
amounts, and still the seed will not 
start to develop. Even if it does be- 
gin to grow progress will be slow, and 
the plant will have .a weak, unhealthy 
look. It is of the utmost importance 
to wait until the see'd bed is warm 
before planting the seed.

about the doors of the Italian consulate, 
bhipplng offices and Italian 
newspaper 


offices, hoping against hope to receive 
some word of the safety of those who 
waved farewell to them when they sail- 
ed from Italy's shores. 


Kome, .Dec. 30.—latest reports re- 


ceived nere state that 4,000 solduers 
in the various barracks at Messina 
were buried under 
the 
ruins. The 


Hock of Charybdis now blocks 
the 


•entrance to the Strait of Messina, 
ihe tidal wave wrecked the 
light- 


houses in the strait, including Faro 
Beacon, and they crashed info the sea. 


The measure of the greatest trage- 


dy which has ever befallen the Ulms- 
tian world cannot yet be calculated. 
It is known in general terms that out 
of a population of 1,750,000 in 
the 


devastated area at least 125,000 per- 
isned. This makes 
no 
account of 


dozens of towns near the center of the 


i disturbance whence no word has coine, 
' and where there is only too good rea- 
son to iear there are no survivors to 
describe their tate. 


The wnole face of the country and 


the coast line have 
been 
altered. 


Kven Scylla 
and 
Charybdis 
have 


changed tne positions they occupied 
since Aeneas's legendary voyage. 


The three provinces 
where 
the 


greatest damage was done are .Mes- 
sina and Catania, in Sicily, and -Reg- 
gio di Calabria, on the main 
land. 


They comprise about 
4,400 
square 


miles. Several hundred persons per- 
ished and much damage was done out- 
side these 
provinces, 
but within 


them the devastation was so complete 
that scarcely a human habitation 
re- 


mains. It will be days yet before the 
story of their destruction 
will 
be 


known. 


The towns and 
villages on 
both 


sides of the Strait of Messina have 
been le>eled to the ground, and noth- 
ing but ru'ns are left 
to 
indicate 


where they 
formerly 
stood. The 


coasts of Calabria and Sicily are sep- 
arated by the narrow waTers of cne 
Strait of Messina, and were tmckly 
populated. 
The 
earthquake 
has 


changed the aspect of one of the most 
picturesque and smiling places 
in 


bouThern Italy. 


The ominous absence of details con- 


cerning Reggio proves to be due to 
the fact that not only the city itseu, 
but i*s whole population, with the ex- 
cepion of a mere handful, has disap- 
peared 
The warships which were or- 


dered to relieve the survivors were 
unable to approach tiie coast, owing 
to the changed configuration of the 
strait. 


Ultimately a torpedo Boat ran close 


to the coast, but "was unable to dis- 
cover a trace of the city. Where two 
days ago stood an 
aggregation 
or 


buildings and busy streets, there was 
ncttimg but rorks and earth. The city 
had vanished as comple'ely as Alad- 
din s .Palace under 
the 
magician's 


spell. 


It is impossible, of course, as yet to 


speak certamly of what happened, but 
such observation as it possible indi- 
cates that .Reggie 
was 
completely 


swallowed by the earth collapsing be- 
neath it, and the yawning s'^e was 
failed by the sea. which advanced in- 
a huge wave there, as at Messina. 


Onl> five survivors of the city's. 50,- 


000 inhabitants 
have 
yet been ac- 


counted for. These unhappy wretches 
reached Catanzaro and I'almi aalf de- 
mented by fright. They were scarcely 
able to talk intelligently, tout their 
incoherent stories 
are 
sufficient to 


confirm the horrible fate of the eiity. 
One of them was mainly impressed by 
naving seen the sea cover the cathe- 
dral.
